The two German officers, clicking their 
heels on a British carpet and raising their 
arms in the Nazi salute, assured the Dame 
of Sark that the war would be over by 
Christmas. The date was Wednesday, 
Fuly 3, 1940, when Germany took posses- 
sion of the island. The officers’ assurances 
were wrong. By the time the enemy left, 
Christmas had come and gone five times 
and for the people of Sark, in common 
with the other Channel Islanders under 
wartime occupation, Christmas each year 
was more difficult and hungrier than the 
last. By the end, Dame Sybil Hathaway 
herself weighed little more than seven 
stone and even the Germans were reduced 
to making soup from nettles to stay alive. 
The story of how one tiny scrap of the 
British Empire was occupied by the men 
of Hitler’s Third Reich ts told on W ednes- 
day, while some of Britain's captive islan- 
ders speak out here about the untraditional 
Christmases spent under German rule.

and a third at Christmas. He was 
only nine, which indicates the 
foresight of the good lady. 

“I’m still trying to get the hang 
of that first box of tricks,” says 
the man who for years has proved 
there is no such thing as magic. 

Not, at the time he is speaking, 
that he feels funny about any- 

ing. He is marooned in his suite 
in a fogbound Manchester Air- 
port hotel, his foot massively 
encased in plaster. Naturally, the 
circumstances surrounding the 
broken foot are quite unbelievable. 

The Navy had invited him to 
visit a submarine and while he 
was in it he fell “downstairs”. 
Well he would, wouldn’t he ? 

He’s also the kind of feller who 
gets stuck in lifts. And was once 
stuck in a chair during an inter- 
view. The interviewer elected to 
ignore it and they continued their 
polite conversation. 

Tommy gets round to the sub- 
ject of his 50 or so Christmases. 
*“Can’t remember a thing,” he 
says. “All a blank. I can’t even 
remember yesterday. I’m even 
frightened to give autographs in 
case I forget how to spell my 
name, whatever it is...” 

He pours himself a Scotch and 
looks glumly at his propped-up

plaster cast. “Funny how I did 
that.” He suddenly giggles in- 
sanely. “You’ve gotta laugh,” he 
says, and you do, forced into 
sharing his merriment. 

“J remember putting up my 
stocking as a kid. Wish I’d had a 
stocking big enough to go over 
this lot.” 

And he makes a pathetic attempt 


to waggle the offending foot. 


“Funny, as a kid you could never 
get to sleep after you put up your 
stocking. It seemed you lay awake 
all night. But you always did fall 
asleep and I never got to see Santa 
Claus.” 

This strange man, born in 
Caerphilly, South Wales, in 1922, 
spent his childhood in Exeter. 
“Tt’s funny the things you believe 
as a kid. Imagine this benevolent 
old boy on a blooming great sled 
flying through the skies and 
squeezing down chimneys. I think 
it would do us all good if we 
carried on believing it all our 
lives and hung up our stockings 
until we were 90.” 

When did he stop hanging up 
his stocking ? 

“When I was about 26. Re- 
gretted it ever since.” 

For a split second the huge, 
animated face looks as though he 
meant what he said. Then he 
bursts into that shoulder-heaving 
chuckle generally reserved to ex- 
plain away yet another failed trick. 

“I remember my first Christmas. 
as a Wolf Cub. I remember 
feeling so proud at going up to the 
cubmaster or akela or whatever he 
was and giving the Cub’s salute. 
I got it all wrong and did a 
Harvey Smith instead.” 

Aunt Lucy’s box of tricks took 
an immediate stranglehold on 
Tommy’s demented imagination. 
He practised the various manipu- 
lations for hours and in private 
became quite brilliant. “It was 
only later, when I got in front of 
an audience, that everything went 
badly wrong.” 

Luckily for the shipbuilding 
trade, Tommy wasn’t particularly 
interested in it. He was forever 
showing his mates his tricks, but 
because his poultry farmer father 
had paid a lot of money for his 
apprenticeship, the firm couldn’t 
sack him. The usual punishment 
was to send him home—where 
he’d practise more tricks. 

“That was one thing about 
Christmas,” he says. “With my 
Dad being a poultry farmer, we

never went short of chickens and 
turkeys. In fact, we got sick of 
them. The luxuries were the 
vegetables. My father would make 
us say Grace and when we looked 
up he’d eaten them all.” 

Tommy’s bosses, defeated by 
his constant conjuring tricks, used 
Christmas to get their own back. 
* They held a works concert—and 
insisted Tommy should perform. 

“And that’s where the trouble 
began. I was perfect doing tricks 
in front of a few people, but in 
front of my first large audience my 
hands turned to rubber and every- 
thing went wrong. I pulled a 
tablecloth from under a tableful 
of crockery—and the whole lot 
crashed to the floor. 

“Everyone was hysterical, and 
I felt the same way.” 

Tommy practised being de- 
liberately bad, and learned that it 
is more difficult to foul up a trick 
than to do it properly. He is, in

fact, so accomplished that he’s 
a highly respected member of the 
Magic Circle. 

For seven years, Tommy 
Cooper’s Christmases belonged to 
the Horse Guards. “I remember 
one Christmas, at a full-dress 
ceremonial parade, that there were 
100 of us neatly lined up by the 
sides of our horses. The order 
came to mount—and 99 of us 
rose as one man. Trooper Cooper 
landed in a heap, with his feet in 
the stirrup and the saddle on his 
head. I never managed to do that 
trick again . 

He met and married Gwen 
when he was entertaining in the 
Army after the war. She was a 
pianist with ENSA, and they had 
a one-day honeymoon in Nicosia, 
Cyprus. His pet name for her is 
Dove—“‘because I got her out of 
a hat.” 

When he left the Forces, Tommy 
made up his mind to do his tricks 
badly for money. But it was tough 
breaking into the profession and 
he filled in with odd jobs. For a 


time, he sold handbags in most 
of London’s street markets. Any- 
one in the mid-40’s who regularly 
went to markets like Portobello 
Road, Petticoat Lane, Leather 
Lane and so on, almost certainly 
saw him performing—completely 
free of charge. 

One Christmas, he remembers, 
he and a friend were short of 
money, so they tried their hand 
at a street game called “Back 
of the nut”. They would stand 
outside a factory and when the 
workers emerged try to sell them 
tips for the horses at a shilling 
(5p) a time. 

“T knew nothing about horses. 
I’ve never been a gambler. | 
didn’t even bother to find out if 
the horses we tipped won or lost. 
The upshot of it was that one day 
these fellers jumped on us and we 
were literally run out of town.” 

The bookings became more 
regular as Tommy got better and 
better at being bad. And on 
Christmas Eve, 1947, he landed 
his first TV date in The Leslie 
Henson Christmas Eve Party. 

From there on, practically every 
Christmas has been a pantomime. 
“T’ve played Barons and Buttons 
and Ugly Sisters, the lot,” he 
says, harking back to one particu- 
larly painful Christmas at Brad- 
ford Alhambra Theatre in 1961. 
He had a suspected slipped disc 
and did the entire run of the show 
in a corset-type belt. ““The weight 
of it was terrible. It was like doing 
the act wearing a barrel.” 

One traditional thing Tommy 
liked about Christmas was taking 
his two children, Vicky and 
Thomas (now grown-up) to see 
his Christmas shows. “If they 
didn’t laugh, I’d hit them.” 

Three years ago at Christmas, 
Tommy had another painful time. 
He was rehearsing for a Christmas 
TV show and wrenched his back. 
He tried acupuncture as treat- 
ment. “I recall it well,” he says, 

“and I knew it was Christmas 
because they used holly instead 
of pins.” 

But there’s one little story about 
Tommy that goes back to that 
first Christmas show in the works 
canteen, the one where all his 
carefully rehearsed tricks went 
wrong. 

“T’ve never told anyone this 
before, but they’d all laughed at 
me and when I came off stage I 
went round the back and cried my 

heart out.” 
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Tommy Cooper hung up his stocking until he was 26. “Wish I’d had 
one big enough to go over this lot,” says the 54-year-old comedian. 
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HARLES DICKENS would approve of the way 

Roy Dotrice celebrates Christmas. And not 

just because the actor, who played him in 

the Dickens of London series, will be reading from 

Dickens’ little-known The Life of Our Lord, 

during the Christmas morning programme, Carols 
from Durham Cathedral. 

Dotrice likes an old-fashioned Christmas. For 
example, he still dons a Father Christmas robe 
and white whiskers, and creeps about his house 
from room to room on Christmas Eve, distributing 
pillow cases containing small presents. “I know 
my children are a bit old for that sort of thing,” 
he says. “But I like doing it.” 

Dotrice, who is 53 but looks enviably younger, 
spends Christmas at home in his old house at 
Shipton-on-Stour, Warwickshire, with his wife, 
ex-actress Kay Newman (seen with him eh 
and their three daughters, Michele (29), Karen 
(20) and Yvette (16). Michele, of course, is 
already an established television star. 

He designs personal Christmas cards to send to 
friends around the world, and encourages the girls 
to make presents. “I think I’ve caught a glimpse 
of some patchwork quilts this year,” he says. 

After the turkey on Christmas Day they sit 
before an open log fire and sing carols, and play

parlour games and give each other presents from 
a pile beneath the Christmas tree. 

Friends—none of them in the theatre—come 
to call during Christmas, and the Dotrices visit 
others. And at some stage, the family visit the 
little local hospital, taking presents for some of the 
elderly patients. 

This year Dotrice intends to read to them— 
from Dickens of course. “I shall read some of the 
well-known passages about Scrooge and Mr. Pick- 
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wick and David Copperfield,” he says. “I feel one 
should carry out some charitable activities.” 

He sums up: “Christmas is important to me. 
And I regard Dickens as the father of the present- 
day Christmas—if only for A Christmas Carol.” 

The work that he reads in Durham Cathedral 
is not one of the novelist’s well-known works. 
Dickens wrote The Life of Our Lord in 1849 for 
his children, without any thought of subsequent 
publication. It was not published until 64 years 
after his death (1934). 

The book begins: “My dear children, I am 
very anxious that you should know something 
about the history of Jesus Christ. For everybody 
ought to know about Him.” 

Dotrice describes it as “very simple, very 
touching”. 

He will be seen reading extracts from it between 
the singing of popular carols by the Durham 
Cathedral choir. During the singing, the cameras 
will roam the Cathedral, which contains the tomb 
of the 7th Century scholar, the Venerable Bede. 
There will also be shots showing how the 
Cathedral, the building of which began in 1092, 
dominates the ancient hill-top city on the Wear. 
And there will be views of the castle, the 
university and some of the 19th Century streets.

Connolly/New Year’s Eve 10.45 





N GLASGOW, the Big 
Yin still rules, but 
from a slightly safer 
distance, O.K.? He 
commutes in his 
lime-yellow Merce- 
des to a suitably remote 
country house on Loch 
Lomond-side with two acres 


of woodland between it and 
the road. 
Here, super-star and 


former welder Billy Con- 
nolly, who appears in his 
own show, Connolly, on 
New Year’s Eve, resides 
lairdlike with wife Iris and 
the two wee’uns, Jamie, six, 
and Cara, three. Plus “the 
three dogs, two cats, two 
rabbits, two guinea pigs, 
three goldfish—and we have 
a big aviary. A wild bird 
thing. And the birds all live 
there. They won’t go in the 
trees any more.” 

The decision against Glas- 
gow itself, a place he per- 
sonifies world-wide, came 
when Jamie arrived home 
with teeth marks on his face. 
He had been bitten nastily 
by a little girl because he 
couldn’t produce a photo- 
graph of his father. 

The Connollys conferred. 
He could put up with being 
applauded every time he 
passed his front window. 
And he could put up with 
little snatches of conversa- 
tion with strangers that 
went: “I saw you on televi- 
sion last night”. Oh yeah? 
“I thought you were rub- 
bish”. But now it was time 
to move. 

His domestic side is now 
carefully hidden away in a 
villa, and his wife, he says, 
guards it like a lioness. “Iris 
shuns publicity totally. She 
doesn’t even like showbusi- 
ness.”’ 

The shores of Loch

uninspiring prospects of a 
long haired, Clydeside hip- 
pie banjo player. 

Son of a Post Office tech- 
nician whose wife ran away 
when he was five, Connolly 
left his job in a Glasgow 
shipyard in 1966. In August 
this year, he entertained an 
audience of 35,000 people 
packed into the Capitol 
Centre, in Washington. 

He has been called blas- 
phemous, vulgar, profane. 
He has been punched on 
stage by a member of the 
audience objecting to his 
now notorious “Crucifixion” 
monologue, reset from Gali- 
lee to Gallowgate — in 
which Jesus says to the 
apostles arriving for the 
Last Supper: “Gi’es a glass 
o’ that wine, I’m knackered. 
I’ve been oot all morning 
daein’ them miracles. Take 
a look out of the windae, 
there’s nothing but ve 
punters walking up an 
down with their beds under 
their airms.. .” 

The LP on which it was 
recorded sold more than a 
quarter of a million copies. 
In all, five albums are filled 
with this unpredictable 
mixture of songs, stories, 
jokes, and rambling con- 
versational reminiscences in 
Glasgow slum dialect. On 
stage, he delivers it dressed 
luridly in leotard and tights, 
and banana-shaped Well- 
ington boots. 

To describe Billy Con- 
nolly as a Scottish come- 
dian, it is said, is like des- 
cribing Hannibal as a Car- 
thaginian elephant driver. 
He has become an iriterna- 
tional cult figure and an ex- 
tremely rich man. His rec- 
ord D.I.V.O.R.C.E., reached 
number one despite “bleep” 
treatment on the radio. He 
has written a play, and 
appeared in two others. 
He has made party political 
broadcasts for the Labour 


Party. This year he has 
toured America and Austra- 
lia — being booed off one 
concert in the latter by 
“Joonies”, as he describes 
them, who were expecting 
someone in a kilt. 

At 34, he limits himself 
to six months work a year. 
But on New Year’s Eve he 
is finding time to bring the 
Big Yin experience to tele- 
vision. It is scheduled — like 
a stab in the front — just 
before the more traditional 
Scottish Television mid- 
night fling. 

“Christmas was the big 
number in my family,” says 
Connolly. Though, as he re- 
members, it was near 
Christmas that he got the 
sack from his first job — 
messenger boy in a Glasgow 
bookshop. Being Christmas, 
there was a spate of thiev- 
ing in the dispatch depart- 
ment—“and the buck stop- 
ped at the messenger boy— 
it can’t go any further. So I 
got the heave-ho”. 

Hogmanays he liked bet- 
ter later. Though memories 
are somewhat vague, he has 
a recollection of himself 
once draped over a wire 
fence in the early hours be- 
ing violently sick. 

“I was like in the stocks. 
I just collapsed with my 
neck over it and my arm 
over it, hanging between the 
strips of wood. I couldn’t 
breathe. A taxi driver re- 
vived me, or I probably 
would have died hanging 
from this thing . . . what a 
mess I was. 

“On the night itself I 
celebrate now, whereas 
when I was younger it 
would be the three-day 
drinkerama. But I can’t take 
those three-day binges any- 
more. I’m older. I just can’t 
last out on that constant 
drinking without feeling 
pretty tragic.” 

He looks, in his embroi- 


dered smock, cowboy boots, 
jeans, Jesus haircut and 
ornamental ear-ring, like a 
cross between Wyatt Earp 
and Rasputin. He insists he 
is a “typical Glasgow guy, 
who ing, dancing 


“It’s just that I’m a walk- 
ing reaction to everything 
I’ve been before. And like, 
when you hear my stories 
and things, you know imme- 
diately that I’ve been there. 
So being in the Territorial 
Army had a profound effect 
on me, and my Catholic up- 
bringing had a profound 
effect on me—in so far as I 
don’t like the Territorials and 
I’m totally irreligious now. 

“Even the way I dress. I 
wanted to be a Teddy Boy 
and my parents wouldn’t 
let me. Now I wear these 
ridiculous clothes because 
nobody can say anything 
about them.” 

In the Territorial Army, 
he did 25 parachute jumps, 
wore a red beret, and longed 
to be glamorous; “to be 
Alan Ladd at the week- 
ends”. His addiction to 
dance halls culminated in a 
Come Dancing programme, 
when, as a reserve, he was 
shoved into the twist team 
at the last moment. “I twis- 
ted for Scotland” is one of 
Connolly’s more eccentric 
claims. 

His first musical instru- 
ment was a mouth-organ. 
It was while hitch-hiking at 
a roundabout and practising 
the mouth-organ that a 
motorist once pulled up and 
said: “Give us a tune”. It 
was Scottish comedian 
Chick Murray—and the two 
have had good laughs over 
it since. 

“T liked any kind of music 
where acoustic guitars were 
played. And I liked folk 
music, though I didn’t know 
it was called folk music. I 
called it campfire music. So 





I bought a banjo to do this 
music, then found the only 
places you could play a 
banjo were folk clubs. No- 
body else would tolerate the 
sound. 

“You know the folk scene 
is a big secret. The people 
in the street don’t know foll 
clubs exist. Or they are 
frightened to go in because 
it’s all hairy people who 
might laugh at them. 

“IT came in rather late to 
the folk scene. People were 
trying odd things. The In- 
credible String Band were 
around, evolving into the 
thing they became. But then 
it went all funny. It became 
all social worker, and civil 
servant orientated. All these 
civil servants in Arran 
sweaters with rolled up 
sleeves singing Foot de 
doo and Fine girl you 
are”. 

Connolly became part of 
various forgettable groups— 
the Skillet Lickers, the 
Acme Brush Company 
(people looked at the label 
on the guitar cases and 
actually thought they were 
brush salesmen). 

The Humblebums made 
some records, but fell to 
pieces after Connolly and 
partner Gerry Rafferty (who 
later formed  Stealer’s 
Wheel) were booed off dur- 
ing a working men’s club 
bingo session. 

His first solo attempt was 
a disaster. “I couldn’t play 
the guitar properly, I had 
been in groups so long. You 
only get a wee bit of the 
music to do in a_ band. 
My playing wasn’t strong 
enough to hold up my 
songs. 

“So I had to re-learn. My 
Style became very basic. 
People thought I was quite 
talentless on guitar, but what 
I was doing was getting a lot 
of beef into it, instead of

“Tt developed very, very slowly. 
Eventually my style became a totally 
different beast altogether. I was on 
my own and I could do and say as 
I liked. My introductions to the 
songs became longer and longer and 
the songs fewer and fewer. Until 
in the end I would have to say to 
myself in the middle of a story ‘God, 
you’d better play something, it is 
supposed to be a folk club’.” 

The outrageous clothes he wears 
in his act began when he got work 
in cabaret. “Someone gave me the 
advice that if you get their eyes, 
you’ve got 75 per cent of their atten- 
tion. So I went out and got ludicrous 
things, satin suits and polka dot suits. 

“And it worked. Because in the 
cabaret circuit at all times, at least 
a third of the people are facing the 
wrong way round their tables. I had 
to get them to look round, so I went 
on in clothes that made them crane 
their necks.” 

Two breaks put him into the 
supertax bracket. The first was a 
local Scottish Television chat show 
with Bill Tennent, called Dateline 
Scotland, in which Connolly was 
booked to fill the song spot which 
arated two interviews. 

“One day they had Reginald 
Bosanquet and writer Larry For- 
rester, with me the boy in the middle. 
After the show we all went for a few 
drinks and we were telling stories to 
one another. Forrester was killing 
himself, and Bosanquet was laughing, 
and he’s a great story teller himself. 

“They said to Bill Tennent, why 
didn’t he interview me as a guest? 
Bill said that’s not a bad idea. The 
following week there was supposed 
to be a lady talking about antiques, 
but she Ppoames: and couldn’t go 
on, so Bill phoned me up and said: 
‘could you do it, like right now?’ 
After that, I had nothing but full 
houses in Scotland. 

“The other break was meeting 
Frank Lynch, my manager, in Edin- 
burgh. He said — right, he would 
manage me, and I was going places. 
He put me into the mainstream of 
showbusiness.” 

It has been a hair-raising ride, even 
by showbusiness standards. In his 
early “long hair” days, people used 
to shout at him in the street “Away 
and have a bath, you filthy . . .” But 
it was his lengthy beard, he says 
proudly, that saved him on the occa- 
sion he was punched. 

“It protrudes about three inches 
beyond my chin. The guy actually 
punched the beard, thinking my chin 
went right down to the end of it.”

The dreams included win- 
ning an Oscar and she made 
them come true for her role 
in Cabaret, where she starred 
as a fame-hungry showgirl 
adrift in the Nazi Germany 
of the early Thirties. 

A star was born, but like 
her mother, she’d been work- 
ing at it all her life after 
walking on stage at the age 
of three in one of her 
mother’s films.

At 19, she was Broadway’s 
youngest Tony Award win- 
ner as best actress for her

Liza is honest enough to 
admit: “I love attention and 
I want everything successful, 
pictures, good musical hit 
records.

“Tt ended up silly as an 
old Road picture,” she says. 
Then, remembering that 
Road star Bing was around, 
added hastily: “I loved them 
but that was yesterday,” and 
clasps her hands to shut her- 
self up. 


Liza has always been dis- 
ciplined and well trained, a 
seasoned performer. But it 
has never kept her out of the 
headlines, particularly over 
romance, Her marriage to 
Australian singer Peter Allen 
ended amicably, according to 
Liza, but left scars, She had 
a year-long relationship with 
music arranger Rex Kramer; 
was catapulted into a social 
whirl with playboy Baron 
Alexis de Rede, and there 
was a much publicised on-off 
romance with Peter Sellers.

The avenging angels 
risking —

DOZEN BEAUTIFUL MODELS af 
A parade around the pool of a i 

Hilton mansion in Bel Air, e 
spitting distance from the small man- 
sions of Zsa Zsa Gabor and Tom 
Jones. Uniformed maids serve cham- 
pagne from a refreshment marquee. 
A rich young thing tans her sun-tan 
on a balcony, disdainfully ignoring 
the mob of cameramen, technicians 
and stand-ins below. 

Inside the marble-floored swim- 
ming-pool changing “hut” — a 
trifle grander than most British 
homes — the three female stars are 
preparing for their scenes in Charlie’s 
Angels, a new crime series arriving 
on your screen this week. 

The girls are the answer to every 
chauvinist’s dream. Three gorgeous 
females who take orders from a man 
they never see. Who, uncomplaining, 
risk life and lovely limb tracking 
down villains and murderers, deal 
a wicked-hand of poker, handle guns, 
karate-chop a man twice their size 
and end up with every beautiful hair 
in place. 

“Where are they?” yells director 
Richard Lang. “Doing their hair. 
Whaddya think?” a voice replies. 

“Tt would be quicker if they got 
new heads,” mutters an assistant, 
checking his watch. 

The girls drift out. Farrah : 
Fawcett-Majors, blonde, beautiful z 
and bosomless, in low-cut white 
dress; Jaclyn Smith, lithe and lovely, 
in a tight, white bikini; Kate Jackson, 
eye-catching and complaining, in 
clinging white midi. The avenging 
angels are ready to risk hairdos, hell # 
and warm water to trap a would-be 
rapist and murderer. Charlie’s : 
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Angels was the idea of Kate Jack- 
son, a sharp-witted, sharp-eyed 
actress who doesn’t mince words 
and is the unofficial spokeswoman 
for all three girls in their squabbles 
with the studio. (Mostly about the 
hours they work and their choice 
of directors). 

Kate was promised a series when 
her four-year TV show The Rookies, 
in which she played a nurse, but 
which has not been seen in Britain, 
came to an end. She was discussin 
her future with the Spelling Goldberg 
Production Company at 20th Cen- 
tury Fox TV studios when she 
noticed a painting on the wall of 
three angels. Charlie’s Angels 
developed from that. 

“I chose the part I wanted to play, 
the other two were auditioned and 
picked. And bingo, it’s really taken 
off,” Kate says, relaxing in her 
£13,000 studio caravan’ with 
Catcher, her Siberian husky. “I can’t 
believe how successful the show’s 
become. People yell at us from 
passing cars, every magazine 
in the country wants to pho- 
tograph us, everyone wants 
us to make personal appear- 
ances. But we’re working 
so hard we haven’t got a 
minute to spare.” 

All three girls are 
from the south — Kate, 
who plays Sabrina Dun- 
can, from Alabama, Farrah

(Jill Monroe) and Jaclyn (Kelly 
Garrett) from Texas. 

“And we’re all 27, that’s the truth, 
no matter what the other two say,” 
says Kate. 

The girls knew each other only 
vaguely before the series started, 
now they’re bosom pals. 

“The only time we fight is when 
we race each other for the doughnut 
wagon, says the slender Farrah, 
stretching out in her caravan with 
her Afghan, Satchels, and munching 
potato salad, a giant tuna-fish sand- 
wich and a gherkin. 

She’s the wife of Six Million Dol- 
lar Man Lee Majors, and was nick- 
named The Six Million Dollar 
Housewife, partly because of Lee 
and partly because of her pheno- 
menal earnings as a model. She never 
works for less than 20,000 dollars 
(about £12,000) a commercial. But 
now she’s in a series that is fast 
approaching Lee’s in popularity that 
nickname has been quietly dropped. 

Jaclyn, a sweet, soft girl, who looks 
incongruous with a gun in her hand, 
says working with the other two 
angels is like being back at school. 

“We have such fun together,” she 
says, fiddling with her tumbling mass 
of brown hair and complaining bit- 
terly about a hairdresser (not from 
the studio) who had cut it. 

“We sometimes get a fit of the 
giggles and can’t stop laughing. It’s 
better than crying, which would be

easy with the hours we work and the 
hot, dusty locations we have to put 
up with.” 

The Hilton home is obviously not 
one of those locations. But the day 
has been a long one, the girls were 
up at five to wash their hair, do their 
nails and, in Farrah’s case, do some 
housework (her housekeeper has just 
left). It will be 10 o’clock before they 
get home tonight. After filming, they 
have wardrobe fittings and these can 
take several hours. 

The girls choose their own clothes 
and have to quick-change, a dozen or 
so times a day, into French-cut jeans 
that show off their superb bottoms, 
clinging dresses, fun furs, shorts, 
disguise outfits and bikinis, 


The crew is generally sympathetic 
and helpful, especially to Jaclyn and 
Farrah, whose acting, as the nicer 
critics say, has been rather limited. 
Make-up man Lester Berns has his 
own problems but listens to theirs. 


“T’ve been around long enough to 
know that jealousies start no matter 
how hard people might try to stop 
them,” he says. “The girls get very 
tired—that’s when trouble can start. 
This is a cut-throat business, every- 
thing is a race against the clock. But 
you can’t rush these girls, their faces 
are literally their fortunes. Okay, so 
we sometimes lose time while they’re 
being made up. But this show is 
more about beauty than action— 
that’s what the bosses want. These 
girls are sweethearts. They really like 
each other. The set’s happy. I just 
hope it stays that way.” 

The girls themselves are gaining 
more confidence as the shows go by. 
It’s a confidence no doubt picked up 
from Kate, who doesn’t let anything 
stand in her way. At first, Farrah and 
Jaclyn were reluctant to speak out. 
Now Farrah complains about the 
script and the musical score— 
“Sometimes nothing is done, but at 
least I feel better for having spoken 
my mind.” She says she has learnt a 
vast amount in the five months she 
has been working on Angels, and 
adds that Lee has been a great help. 

Jaclyn, a shy, reserved girl, is still 
the quietest on set, but she has had 
some personal problems since the 
show started. She has just been 
divorced from her husband, actor 
Roger Davies (Alias Smith and 
Fones) and is recovering from the 
death of her grandfather. She was 
deeply devoted to him and still gets 
upset when she talks about him. 

Back in the pool “hut”, Jaclyn is 
repairing her make-up after a painful 
scene—a hair-pulling battle with a 
jealous rival. Farrah is having a 
heated argument with two extras who 
refuse to get off the phone, and Kate 
is massaging a technician’s neck. 

All three girls have stand-ins but 


do a lot of the stunt work themselves, 
which can sometimes give the pro- 
ducers and backers heart failure. 

Once Kate, in a sequence as a 
racing driver, spun her car a hair- 
raising 180 degrees. Jaclyn, stunt- 
driving in real rush-hour traffic, 
missed a frightening collision by 
inches. She also cut her hands on 
flying glass in a mistimed explosion, 
gashed her nose and blacked an eye 
when she was so stupefied from work 
that she collided with her brass bed- 
post, and found that the harsh arc- 
lights brought her face out in a rash. 

Farrah bust her leg when a stunt 
car reversed into her, neatly tossing 
her into the air, and she pulled a 
muscle when she took part in a 
publicity stunt athletics competition. 

All this is viewed with some alarm 
by the cosmetics and car companies 
that employ Farrah and Jaclyn for 
high-powered advertising promo- 
tions. Jacyln is as successful as 
Farrah, earning £100,000 a year 
from one cosmetics firm alone. 

But if things get too ugly, execu- 
tive producer Aaron Spelling puts 
a stop to it. 

“The public wants to look at 
beautiful girls in exciting situations. 
On this show we’re more concerned 
with hairdos and dresses than with 
the twists and turns of the plot.” 

He makes sure the sets are as beau- 
tiful as the story line permits and 
actually says things like, “We don’t 
want to plant these beautiful flowers 
on a rubbish tip.” 

The prose is catching. Producer 
Rick Husky says, “Beautiful girls 
should be pampered.” 

So the studio pampers them, with 
their own air-conditioned caravans 
(bought, not hired—‘“renting would 
be tacky”), their own secretaries, 
limousines and chauffeurs. 

But no one girl is allowed to look 
lovelier than the others. Studio chiefs 
have been called from time to time 
to mediate on that peculiarly fem- 
inine game of up-staging. Once, 
long-legged Kate turned up for a 
scene flaunting her bare legs in high 
heels. The other two in dowdy, flat 
shoes couldn’t possibly compete 
against that. Kate lost. 

Another time Farrah wanted to 
wear her long hair swept up into an 
elegant chignon. The others thought 
she would look too good. Farrah 
lost. The studio wants lots of hair 
tumbling around shoulders, prefer- 
ably bronzed and bare ones. 

Jaclyn once complained that she 
had been seen in too many bikinis. 
The other two were beginning to 
think that, too. 

“Why is it always me who has to 
wear a bikini?” she poured. 

“Because bikinis are what this 
show is all about,” she was told. 

All three lost.
